1. On 9 March 1962 at approximately 2100 hours, 

contacted AEKILO/2 via 

telephone at hie home, 4 Summit Street, East Orange, New Jersey, 

Area Code 201, OR 3-4^88* The purpose of the call was to arrange a 
meeting the following day for the purpose of debriefing Subject rela- 
tive to matters of interest to the Latvleuj desk. Subject agreed to 
meet the undersigned in the lobby of the Park Sheraton Hotel at IO 3 O 
hours . 



2. The meetjng was held os scheduled and the debriefing was con- 
ducted in Room 342. The following items were discussed:

b. Zigurds KRUMINS. AEKILO/2 vas asked to identify Zlgurds 
KRUMIKS^ DOB: 1927^ FOB: Aloja, Latvia, who, unbeknown to AE3OL0/2, 
is the former cell mate of OSANN (P) • KRUMIRS allegedly served as 
a radio operator in the Latvian Legion. Based on his access to Legion 
records, AEaQLO/2 promised, if possible, to develop f?nrther informa- 
tion. He was cautioned not to address any queries regarding KRUMINS 
abroad. (Later in the meeting AEKlLO/2 asked the C/O if he knew the 
identity of OSANN *s Latvian cell niate based on information which he 
learned from the press. The undersigned disclaimed axyy knowledge.) 
AEKILO/2 was also asked to furnish leads to anyone from Aloja, Latvia, 
i^CRUMINS * hometown, as a means to uncover persons in the West who 
would know something about KRUMINS* past. 

Since the meeting, AEKILO/2 has furnished as of 27 March I962 
the following lead re Aloja, Latvia:

Mrs. SPOKE at one time lived in Aloja. She is not known personally 
to AEKILO/2. Latvian cards Indicate that she may be identical with 
the wife of Janis SPOKS of the above addi'ess. No derogatory infor- 
mation has been uncovered. 




c. Cecil! Ja LAPINA and Alice ZIEi^IS . Subject stated that both 

individuals were regarded as prostitutes in Latvia. These individ- 
uals have been associated with Henry BAGATAIS 7 and Robert 

ANCANS cn 33 Cecllija LAPINA has been a heavy financial 

contributor to KARA INVALIDU, the Latvian Disabled Veterans Magazine. 
These individuals may be unwitting tools of RIS activities among 

the emigres. AJBKILO/2 has since furnished the attached biographical 
information regarding BAGATAIS. (Attachment A) In addition, AEKILO/2 
has furnished as of 4 April 1962 a copy of Circular No. 11 published 
by KAR A IWALIDlf wherein an original $2,000.00 non-interest loan by 
Ceciiija LAPINA h^t.s been given allegedly ss of 10 December L96I to 
the hone for Invalids. She is the single larrest contributor to date. 

d. LUDZE, Latvia . This town in Latvia is the former home of 
Abraham TRUNKS, a naturalized Latvian American citizen from Miami, 
Florida, who visited Latvia in I96I. In an effort to develop infor- 
mation from people who might have known TRUNKS and his relatives, 
AEKIL0/2 was asked previously to furnish the name of anyone from 
that city. He furnished the following lead:

The attached Informa- 
tion (AttachK^ iy Mgai^ E« ROEEZ has not been translated at 
this vrltlng. For reasons stated In paragraidl 11, SR/2-B-62-IO9, 

19 April 19^/ he vlll be ezluded from consideration as a RSDSKIH 
spotter and consultant In Canada. 

3* a. AEaOLO/2 turned over to the undersigned copies of pglKPgMgs 
BtfiSS ( Voice of the Homeland) for Januaiy 1962, Hos. 1 (59^ 
rSooJ; copies of tte Baltic BevleVi Bos. 4, 5 and 22, to cooqplete 
SR/2/Latvia files; and a copy of Dyigavaa VsJaagl, Bo* 1, I962, the 
Latvian veterans' magazine. The C/O paid ^^.00 for a 1962 subscription. 
A receipt for same is on file. 

b. Sub ject fbrclshed a package of pictures received Indirectly 
from a Soviet Latvian defector In Sweden, allegedly 

depicting the conditions of hones In Latgale In I960. Copies are on 
file for briefing on Latvian realities. One of the pictures taken in 
Siberia shows Mrs. M# VAMAQB, wife of the former publisher of Daugavaa 
Vestneels . She has since returned to Latvia. 

4. The meeting adjoined at 1145 hours. ABClLO/2 left the hotel room un- 
accompeualed. The next meeting will take place on call of the undersigned 
sometime following Subject's return from a Daugavas Yanagl meeting In 
Chicago 7 “8 April 1962.
